reason for this 19, I suppose, first, Mei 
leans are not willing to trust Mexicans 
with their bogs, they know bow it is 
themselves; second, if tbe Mexicans 
did not take them the wolves would 
There ia another animal here, unknown 
to the states, that deserves specia" 
mention on account of the importanl 
part he plays in the business part ol 
the country—el burro, I mean. 
There 


&ie DO farmers' teams coming In town 
from every direction here, as you of the 
states are used to see; consequently all 
produce is brought in on the- backs ol 
burros; given a pack-saddle no other 
equipment is required. 
Such things as 


bridles and baiters are unknown. 
A 


bridled burro in as unusual as a Dr. 
Mary Walker, and as comical, too. 


The sacks in which grain is brough t 


to market are made of dry hides, and 
bold two and a half bnsbela etch, this 
being a Mexican measure called & 
fenega. 
If 300 bushels of wheat are 


to come to market, sixty burros are 
brought out and each loaded with two 
sacks, or five bushels, and are then 
driven like a flock of geese or sheep. If 
the distance is too great to be made in 
a day, the burros are allowed to pick 
what they can find at night, but are 
never fed anything. 
Here in Santa Fe 


they find excellent picking, ashes, tin 
cans and shavings in abundance. If they 
don't eat these things no one knows 
what they do'winter on, for their own- 
ers never store a spear ot fodder or ear 
of corn for their subtenance. 
Wood 


and corn fodder, fastened to tbe pack- 
saddle by raw-hide ropes, are brought 
in the same way grain is. Apricots, 
apples, pears, grapes, pcaobes and mel- 
ons are carried in boxes on these patient 
little creatures. 


It is amusing to eee a herd of burros 


being loaded with heavy bales of mer- 
chandise. 
The animal is pushed up 


near the pack ; a Mexican then catches 
him by his feet and throws him over on 
his side ; the burro 'raises partly up, 
and tucking his four feet under him, 
lies like a cow, waiting for bis load. 
When tbe burden is thrown across him, 
tbe driver, seizing tbe animal by the 
tail, shouts, and beats with one hand 
while he lifts the donkey on his feet 
with the other. 
Sometimes it seems 


as if the back-bones must pull out. 


The figure 16 at the corner of this 


page admonishes me that my oommuni 
cation is becoming prolix, without hav- 
ing said half I wished; but aa I haven't 
our own column to fill to day, it does 
not make so much difference—to me.

woods were scattered nver the valleys. 
The stillness was almost oppressive. 
Not a living object but my horse and 
myself were in sight. 
Delighted, I 


thought that I had »l last found an 
unexplored spot, and that I was the 
first white man to look upon the beau- 
ties of the place; but my joy was short- 
lived and I was undeceived by discern- 
ing the evidence of American civiliza- 
tion in the shape of Aobeuser's beer 
bottles. 
Th^n like Solomon, I thought 


there was nothing new under the sun, 
and no place you can go but some en 
terpnsing Yankee has been there before 
you.

raised. In trulb, the productive capac 
ity of ihe country appears to be increas 
ing beyond all anticipation, in almos 
every direction. For example, the cot 
ton crop of 1880-81 bids fair to cxcee 
tbe highest estimate made last fall, at> 
will probably amount lo 6,100,000 bates 
or 3,000,000,000 Ibs—about 8 percent 
more than the largest crop ever grown 
before. \et the progress of settlemen 
and cultivalion in Texas and Arkansas 
indicate that the next crop may be even 
larger.

The prin- 


cipal of tbe township fund in the above 
township is $5.69406; this is kept at in- 
terest and is controlled by the trustees 
through their treasurer; and they arc lia- 
ble for any mistakes which may be made1 


in the management of Ibis fund as well 
as in the execution of other duties wblcb 
the law bpeciflcs. - We have selected the 
above township on account of its "over- 
lapping" on the Plait line; also, on ac- 
count of its handling a little less Iban the 
average of township funds. 
. Since the county line divides this town- 
ship, causing a part'of the taxes to be col- 
lected from each county; also districts ly- 
ing partly in each county, it is certainly 
no small work to keep tbe book* in good 
shape in order to show the eiaot amount 
due tbe several district* at any and all 
times. What we have laid above applies 
to eight qther townships, except that In 
two or three cases tbe townships lie In 
three counties Instead of two.

tbe first town named as an average town 
we have a total fund of $561,789, .27, 
(Five 7iunclred sixty-one Utoutand, »a<en 
hundred eighty nine dollars and twenty- 
seven cents) handled by the trustees of our 
towns in tbe lime named above.

The total population of Illinois ia 


3,078,769—of 
which 3,032,174 are 


white, 46,248 colored. 
In 
1870 the 


number of colored persons to the 100. 
000 white persons was 1,145, in 1880 
'it was 1,525, a slight increase. 
The 


report of the Census Bureau says : 


The greatest proportion of colored to 


white is in South Carolina, where three 
fifths of the whole are colored. 
In 


Louisiana and Mississippi, from one 
half to three fifths are colored. 
In 


Alabama, District of Columbia, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, North Carolina and Vir 
gioia. the colored from one-third to 
one half of tbe total. 
In Arkansas and 


Tennessee, trom one-fourth to one-third 
ot 
the total population are colored. 


The least proportion among the former 
slave States is in West Virginia, where 
there are but 4,355 to 100,000 whites 
and in Missouri, where there are but 
7,16S. 


Outside of the '.former slave States, 


tbe proportion of 
negroes 
ia very 


small. 


Tbe great relative gains in populatior 


during tbe deoade have apparently been 
made in tbe South—tbe former slave 
holding States. Of tbe nine of these 
Stales which have gained, eight stand 
at the bead ot the list, having made 
relative gains ranging from 944 
to 


nearly 11,000. 
It ia believed by tbe 


Census Office, however, these apparent 
gains are due, in a great measure, to the 
imperfections of tbe census of 1870 
Under tbe conditions which prevailed 
at that time, it is probable that a much 
larger proportion of negroes were omit 
».ed than of whites. 
Of 
the 
former 


slave States which-have lost, Texas and 
Florida lead. 
Both these States have 


received heavy white immigration trom 
•11 parts ot the country, which has 
more than over-balanced whatever gain 
iu colored population may have been 
made. 
They have been the scene ol 


rapid development, and thus tbe rela- 
tive decrease of blacks ia to be account- 
ed for, not by an exodus, or a dying 
out, but by an infusion of whites. 
The 


movement of blacks in the Northern 
and Western 
States baa appatently 


been of little comparative account. 
The migration of negroes has not at 
tained to such dimensions aa to be per 
ceptible hire. 
The States from which 


the exodus principally took place, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana and North Carolina, 
have all apparently gained heavily in 
••elative proportion 
of blacks, while 


Kansas, to which the major part went, 
has lost in proportion to its increase in 
population, and Indiana has gained but 
slightly.
